FROM  EARTH. 


A  PATRIOT    AND  SAINT 


Faithful  Old  Methodist  Familiar  to 
All  the  Members,  Dies  at  Age  of 
Eighty-six — His  Career. 


Henry  Berry,  an  uncle  of  Attorney 
\V.  C.  Bailey,  died  at  11:4.5  TlinrK 
(lay  at  the  home  of  his  dauglitov, 
Charles  Coats.    With  his  death  a  re- 
markable man  has 'left  the  earth. 

Mr.  Berry  was  eighty-six  years  of  j 
ago,  and  died  from  the  effects  of  old 
ag9.    He  was  one  of  the  most  faith- 
ful, earnest  christian  men  it  has  beea 
our  privilege  to  know.   He  was  of  no 
common  stuff.    He  was  born  in  New 
York  among  the  old  and  substantial 
Dutch  aristocracy  of  the  Hudson  val- 
ley, and  was  connected  with  some  of 
the  best  families  of  that  section.    In-  j 
deed  he  was  related  in  no  very  dis- 
tant way  to  no  less  a  personage  than 
President    Martin  Van  Buren,    who  , 
was  a  typical  representative  of  his  | 
section.    When  Mr.  Berry  was  eleven  ' 
years  of  age  he  went    to  follow    the  i 
sea,  and  ever  after  his  vocation  was  | 
that  of  a  sailor.    He  served  m  the  | 
United  States  navy  under  that    re-  j 
nowned  seaman  of  his  day,  Commo-  i 
dore  Hull,  and  was  an  intense  pati-iot.  | 
Doubtless  Uncle  Sam  never  had    a  | 
more    conscientious     defender.    His  j 
ooflin  might  well  be  draped  with  the  ! 
American  flag.    Mr.  Berry  has    heeu  j 
all  over  the  woi-ld  in  his  various  ex-  | 
periences  on  the  sea,  in  tlie  whaler  i 
tvzia  and  in  the  naval  service.    Not  > 
a  port  could  be  suggested,  nor  an 
island,  cape  or  inlet  mentioned  but 
Mr.  BeiTy,  up  to  his  last  days,  could 
tell  its  location,  and  more  than  likely 
spin  some  little  yarn  of  his  personal 
contact  with  it.    Some  of  the  tales  he 
told  were  stranger  than  any  fiction 
ever  written,  and  if  truth  were  not 
indeed  "stranger  than  fiction,"  might 
,  easily  be  pronounced  the  vagaries  of  j 
I  an  irresponsible  prevaricator.    But  to  j 
i  some  of  us  he  has  related  these  ex- 
periences" for  many  years,  and  so  con- 
sistent were  the  tales,  and  of  so  higii  i 
character  the  man  who  told  them, 
that  it  never  occurred  to  us  to  doubt 
them.    Tiaey  wore  true,  and  it   is  un- 
fortunate that  no  manuscript  remains 
to  record  the  history  of  this  remark- 
able, faithful  man    and  seaman    in  j 
every  quai'ter  of  the  globe,  among  the  j 
cannibals  and  savages  of  the  islands 
as  well    as    among    the  polished 
habitues  of  the  avenues  of  Europe. 
Mr.  Berry  was  a  Methodist,  and  Rev. 
Chesteen   Smith,  the  pastor  of  the 
church  he  has  been  so  faithful  in  at- 
tending, will  say  his  requiem. 

May  it  l>e  that  this  saintly  soul  has 
at  last  found  rest  in  a  peaceful  har- 
bor, sheltered  from  tempestuous 
billows,  beyond  the  raging  storms, 
and  where  the  voices  that  he  hears, 
no  longer  shrill  commands,  are  the 
shouts  of  the  redeemed  and  the 
anthems  of  the  choir  invisible.
